The  majority  of  ooaattng  vessels  arriving  at  the  ort 
were  oi  foreign  nationality,  mainly  DutOh,  The  cloudiness 
maintained  in  those  vessels  was  generally  oi  a  high  standard, 

Hie  re  was  a  considerable  lea  rovstuent  in  the  cleanliness  oi 
the  crews *  acoowfijodation  in  British  coasters,  and  very  few 
wore  found  to  be  verminous.  Living  conditions  on  board  same 
of  the  coasters  are  still  far  from  satisfactory.  In  some  of 
the  vessels  no  :  ro  or  washing  facilities  are  -  rovided,  and 
the  orew  have  to  fetch  water  in  buckets  from  the  galley  or 
water  tank  aft.  In  many  instances  the  crows  have  to  eat, 
sleep,  wash,  and  dry  their  wet  slothes  in  the  sexto  o am  artraent. 

In  a  number  ox'  the  vessels  no  separate  irons  rooms  are  rovi  icd 
for  the  crews,  and  food  has  to  ae  ooiected  by  the  seamen 
from  the  galley  amidships,  nd  Carrie  i  to  their  sler  ing 
garters  in  the  force  &  tie, 

Hie  standard  of  cleanliness  and  sanitaxy  arrangements 
on  board  foreign-going  shi  s  were  fairly  good.  In  many  of 
thooc  vc  silo  a  me  sroom  boy  is  carried  to  keep  the  crew 
(uarters  olefin,  and  this  .up  angem  nt  would  be  more  satisfactory 

in  the  larger  coastwise  vc;  sols.
